to adopt the University Programming Council Guidelines as a replacement for the Student Activities Board 

February 4, 2019 

Sponsored by Senators B. GAY & K. LINDEN 

WHEREAS, there is a need to update the structure of the university programming board, currently called the 
"Student Activities Board" to better meet the needs of campus activities and programs; and 

WHEREAS, this structure change would allow for better oversight by the Director of Student Activities & 
Organizations to enhance the student experience and meet accreditation goals; 

THEREFORE LET IT BE RESOLVED, that the Northwestern State University Student Government Association 
adopt the following guidelines to provide a structure for the new University Programming Council to replace 
the existing Student Activities Board: 

UNIVERSITY PROGRAMMING COUNCIL GUIDELINES 


SECTION 1 - PURPOSE 

The purpose of the University Programming Council is to contribute to the social, recreational, cultural, and 
educational development of the students, faculty, and alumni of Northwestern State University through 
programs, activities, and services. The council will strive to serve as a unifying force in the life of the university 
by cultivating enduring regard for and loyalty to the university. 

SECTION 2 -MEMBERS 

A. The following shall be the voting student members of the University Programming Council (UPC): 

a. Supervisors 

i. The UPC Supervisors are responsible for the productivity, organization, and the day to 
day workflow of the council. They are also responsible for establishing standardized 
event procedures and training members according to their job responsibilities. 

1. Operations Supervisor 

2. Membership Supervisor 

3. Community Outreach Supervisor 

b. Event Managers 

i. The UPC Event Managers are responsible for leading their coordinators through the 
logistics of all sponsored events. They assist with the planning, organization, and the 
staffing of all events. 
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1. Fall Event Managers 

2. Spring Event Managers 

3. Summer Event Managers 

c. Event Coordinators 

i. The UPC Event Coordinators duties include outreach to the student body regarding 

potential events, brainstorming the logistics of all events with the assistance of the Event 
Managers & Supervisors to include coordination with agencies, businesses, and NSU 
departments; manage event setup, tear down, and follow-ups. 

1. These positions shall report to the Event Managers to which they are assigned. 

2. There shall be no more than 10 coordinator positions. 

d. The duties of the supervisors, event managers, and event coordinators will be outlined in 
additional policies and procedures sef forth by the Director of Student Activities and 
Organizations. 


B. NON-VOTING EX-OFFICIOS 

Advisors for Greek Life, Student Government Association, First Year Experience, and the Director of Student 
Affairs will be non-voting ex-officio members of the University Programming Council (UPC). The Director of 
Student Activities and Organizations can add additional non-voting ex-officio members as deemed necessary. 
Non-voting ex-officio members will not count towards quorum. 


C. TERMS OF POSITION 

a. If selected to serve on the University Programming Council (UPC), the student member shall 
serve one year. The term shall begin at the conclusion of the Fall semester and will end at the 
conclusion of the following Fall semester. 

b. If the student chooses not to continue holding their position, a written notice must be sent to 
the Director of Student Activities and Organizations. 

c. Scholarship distribution may be prorated based on the work that was performed. 

d. Members must be in attendance at all events hosted by the University Programming Council 
(UPC), unless notified in advance that attendance is not required by the member. 


D. SELECTION PROCESS 

The University Programming Council (UPC) members are selected through an application and interview process 
with the Programming Council Selection Committee which shall consist of at least five individuals (One member 
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of the Student Government Association, one member from University Programming Council, three students 
from other campus areas, the UPC advisor, and another student affairs staff member). 

a. Application 

i. 2.5 previous and cumulative GPA 

ii. Must have served in a leadership capacity at NSU prior to applying 

Hi. Must be a full-time student in good academic and disciplinary standing with the 
university 

E. REMOVAL 

A member may be removed by a } A vote of student members, obtaining three unexcused absences, or the 
failure to fulfill the duties as outlined by these guidelines or the policies and procedures for the University 
Programming Council (UPC). 


SECTION 3 - MEETINGS 

A. The Council will meet at least once a week. The Director of Student Activities and Organizations may 
call additional meetings with at least 24 hours' notice. 

B. Quorum shall be set as % of student members. 

C. Must follow the most recent edition of Robert's Rules of Order. 

SECTION 4- ROLE OF DIRECTOR OF STUDENT ACTIVITIES AND ORGANIZATIONS 

A. The Director of Student Activities and Organizations shall oversee the development and execution of the 
programming efforts at Northwestern State University with the assistant of the University 
Programming Council (UPC). 

B. Has final authority for programming events and budget allocation that will assist with the strategic 
plan for the Student Activities and the Division of Student Affairs. 

C. To advise and direct the student members of the University Programming Council (UPC). 

D. Develop and implement additional policies and procedures for all operations of the University 
Programming Council (UPC). 


SECTION 5 - FINANCES 
A. FUNDING 

The University Programming Council (UPC) will receive funding from student self-assessed fees. The budget is 
managed by the Director of Student Activities and Organizations, the Budget Unit Head, in accordance with 
university and state purchasing guidelines.

B. BUDGET 


Members of the University Programming Council (UPC) will approve the annual budget that is presented by the 
Director of Student Activities and Organizations by a majority vote. 

C. SCHOLARSHIPS 

Student leaders selected to serve will be awarded a scholarship at the end of the semesters to which they 
serve. Scholarships will be awarded based on hours and events worked throughout the term. 

a. Three supervisors - up to $3000 each 

b. Three event managers - up to $1500 each 

c. Event Coordinators - up to $500 each 

SECTION 6 - GUIDELINES 

A. The Director of Student Activities and Organizations may develop other policies and procedures in order 
to best meet the needs of campus programming as long as they do not conflict with these guidelines. 


SECTION 7 - AMENDMENTS 

This document may be amended in the same manner as the SGA bylaws. Members of the University 
Programming Council may recommend changes to these guidelines. 


THEREFORE LET IT BE FURTHER RESOLVED, that any mention of "Student Activities Board" in any governing 
document or policy be automatically amended to reflect the new name "University Programming Council.''

to amend the Bylaws regarding SGA loans 

February 25, 2019 

Sponsored by Senators T. Taylor & J. Garrett 

WHEREAS, there is a need to update the SGA loan program to allow the Dean of Students more leeway in 
assisting students with diverse needs and situations; and 

WHEREAS, the Northwestern State University Student Government Association created an additional fund to 
assist students with emergencies; and 

WHEREAS, these two student aid efforts are derived from the same account; and 

WHEREAS, it would be easier for the Dean of Students to assist students with need if all the guidelines were 
codified in one place; 

THEREFORE LET IT BE RESOLVED, that the NSU SGA Bylaws be amended as follows: 

ARTICLE IV 
FISCAL AFFAIRS 


SECTION 4-STUDENT LOAN & WELFARE FUND 

A. The SGA Student Loan & Welfare Fund shall serve to aid members of the Student Body in need of financial assistance. 

B. The applicants must: 

1. Be a full-time student in good standing with Northwestern State University 

2. Have a 2.0 cumulative grade point average 

3. Have a 2.0 grade point average for the semester preceding the application for a loan. 

4. Have paid all tuition and fees for the previous semester or be completely up to date with payments if on an 
installment plan. 

C. Guidelines for the application are as follows: 

1. Student loans may not exceed $150 unless deemed an emergency case by the Dean of Students. 

2. Students meeting the previously stated requirements may apply in the Dean of Student's Office on the days set 
forth by the Dean of Students. The schedule will be made available on the SGA website. 

3. Students must repay the loan within 30 days. 

4. If a student fails to repay the loan within 30 days, there will be a $10 charge added to the total repayment cost. 

5. If the student fails to repay the loan by the end of the semester for which it was received, that student will have a 
hold placed on his or her student account and will be ineligible from receiving SGA Student Loans for one (1) year. 

6. Students must repay one dollar ($1) in addition to the total loan amount. 

7. The Dean of Students may establish a committee to approve emergency grants up to $500 to students provided 
the funds are necessary to keep the student enrolled and/or assist in providing a basic, unmet need. Students 
may not receive more than two emergency grants during their enrollment.

A. Only those recognized student organizations that are classified as Club Sports and are in good standing 
are eligible to receive funding from the Club Sports Fee. 

B. Club Sports may request funding for facilities, equipment, travel, and uniforms. 

C. Uniforms may only be purchased if they are to be worn during competition. 

D. Travel must be for competitions against other institutions. 

E. Club Sports may request up to 100% of funding for facilities, equipment, and uniforms, and 75% of travel, 
lodging, and entry fees associated with competing. 



F. The NSU Wellness & Recreation Department may also submit proposals for funding from the fee provided 
the project enhances wellness and recreation campus-wide or collectively benefits Club Sports. 

G. No expenditures may take place without the approval of the Club Sports Fee Committee.

to amend the ORF guidelines 

April 22, 2019 

Sponsored by Senators T. TAYLOR & E. COLEMAN 

WHEREAS, the Organizational Relief Fund (ORF) has existed at Northwestern State University since 2005; and 

WHEREAS, there have been minimal changes to the structure of the ORF guidelines; and 

WHEREAS, there has been a recent dramatic increase in the number of ORF applications and the amounts 
requested; and 

WHEREAS, ORF as it is currently structured is no longer sustainable; and 

WHEREAS, the fundamental areas of award limits and award frequency must be addressed for the Student 
Government Association to continue to award ORF Grants for the entire academic year as well as to be able to 
award SGA Grants; 

THEREFORE LET IT BE RESOLVED, that the SGA amend the ORF Guidelines as follows 



SECTION 3- GUIDELINES 

A. Only Recognized Student Organizations and University Departments shall be given consideration for 
funding. The Department of Athletics shall be considered one department as a whole, not individual 
sports. 

B. ORF Funding shall be used to cover up to 50% of the cost of an approved trip not to exceed $7,500. 
Funding shall only be used for transportation, registration, and lodging. Should the costs of travel 
increase after funding is granted, the budget unit head may allow an increase in funding to cover these 
costs. 

C. The organization and all traveling members must be in good standing with the University and have paid 
the ORF Fee for the semester they are traveling. If traveling in summer, the fee must have been paid in 
the spring. 

D. The transportation, registration, and lodging costs of 1 advisor may be included in the ORF application. 

E. Organizations or departments may only be funded once per academic year. 

F. Applications must be submitted by the established due date for an ORF Meeting taking place at least 30 
days before the travel date unless permission is granted by the ORF Chair in order to be considered for 
funding. 

G. Applications must have all required information in order to be considered for funding. This information 
shall be determined by the ORF Chair and SGA Advisor and will be listed on the application. 
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H. The ORF Committee may establish additional guidelines and procedures in the application as long as 
they do not violate these guidelines and are established in order to better administer the fee and 
comply with University and State travel regulations
